The Chief Rabbi's Tour. 


Tas Cater and Mr. ALBERT M. chave now practicall y 
completed the first part of their tour—the visit to South Africa 
and the moment is opportune for expressing the deep gratification 
of the Community at the splendid reception which the guests have 
everywhere been given. This is, at least, some compensation for 
the many and grave objections to the prolonged absence from this 
country of the spiritual chief of Anglo-Jewrs. The. pronounced 
trade depression must have influenced to some extent the total of 
the contribution to the War Memorial, which was, of course, the 
main reason for the journey. But the warmth of the enthusiasm 
with which the Cuter Rannt has been everywhere met forms a 
gratifying fact. ‘The visit cannot fail to have strengthened the 
none too strong link between the Jews of this country and of 
South Africa. No less pleasant has been the cordial feeling shown 
by non-Jews in the towns to which Dr, HERTZ came. Prince 
ARTHUR, and in two splendid addresses, that great leader and friend 


of our people—General Smuts, as well as various Mayors and 


Municipalities, all took the opportunity of the Carer Rapst's 
presence of expressing their appreciation and respect for our people. 
If the Curer Ranne's journey had done nothing more than elicit 
those marks of goodwill, it will not have been in vain in these 
days of strife and prejudice. 


To the Colonial Department. 

We cannot pretend to any feeling of satisfaction at the report 
that net only the control of the mandated territories, including 
Palestine, has been transferred from the Foreign to the Colonial 
Office, but that the Minister in whose charge the latter Department 
is to be put is at present Secretary for War, Mr. WInsTON CHURCHILL, 
The cross-over between the Foreign and the Colonial Offices is, for 
one thing, a break in continuity, or really a leap into the unknown. 
We understand more or less intimately what is to be expected from 


the Foreign Office, but about the feelings of the Colonial Office, and 


the Colenial Office, too, with Mr. CHURCHILL in command, we may 
well be in the dark. 


who sat for the constituency (largely populated by Jews) of 


North-West Manchester, from whom Jews experienced nothing 


but kindness and consideration. This was succeeded by the 
Mr. CHURCHILL, of the Sunday Herald, or, rather, the Morning Post, 
his old paper, a sort of reversion to type, the Mr. CHURCHILL 
who swallowed the wild fables about Jewish world-wide con- 
gpiracies for the overthrow of civilisation, and bandied cheap jests 
about Beta “ Coney,” and frenzied nonsense about the “Soviets 
of Russian and Polish Jews.” It was Mr. CHURCHILL in this 
second phase who drew the utterly false concepfion of Zionism 


os a counter-atiraction for the Jews to Bolshevism, and it ig 


this mistaken and mean picture of the grand Jewish ideal that 
recurs to us at this moment. We should be sorry, indeed, if 
such a notion still dominated the mind of Mr. CHURCHILL, for it 
would place the great Jewish movement on the wrong set of 
wheels, and set it travelling in quite the wrong direction, over 
a road seamed with very dangerous ruts. But we ought not 
perhaps to pin down a politician too literally to a newspaper 
article, and Mr. CAURCHILL, as we have seen, has his moods 
and phases. Responsibility may produce a bealthier attitude. Still, 
it is well to recall the facts and appreciate them. In any case, 
Zionism, which found its first official recognition through the

Rabbi Dr. Salomon. 


Tun completion by Rabbi Dr. B. Satomon of forty years as 
Minister of the Old Hebrew Congregation, Manchester, ought not to 
pass without a word of cordial appreciation. The eloquent sermon 
which we print elsewhere, and with which the Rabbi marked the 
occasion, will be read with interest and admiration. His has been 
a busy and a fruitful period of service—forty years of pilgrimage,

It is no small thing to be among 
the leading Jewish ministers in a great city like Manchester, and the 
office carries with it no small responsibility. That forty years of 
his work find Dr. Satomon with the undimmed affection of his 


fellows, Jew and non-Jew alike, is surely the best tribute that can 


be paid to his worth and his work. 


For East End Workers. 


Ir our readers will turn to our advertisement columns they will 
find an appeal reinforced by a letter, which appears elsewhere, from 
the Rev. J. F. Sterns for fifty young men and women in East London, 
who are asked to devote a couple of hours weekly to the service of 
the local community. There is a directness about this effort 
which is in pleasing contrast with the usual method pursued 
in regard to our public movements. But that is not its 
main recommendation. Its chief merit is in its inherent need.

FROM MY NOTE BOOK

O * not unconnected with this journal spoke to me the other day 


about an idea which he evidently thought was original, but which 
3 I believe has been carried into practical effect in America. Tho 
notion is to establish Children's Synagogues. ~The purpose will not need 
long explanation. The future of Judaism resides. necessarily, with the 
coming generation, and it can be deemed safe only if that generation 
grows up in attachment to the faith. It follows that, situated 
Jews are, that attachment is not likely to exist if there be an 
estrangement from the Synagogue. If our children grow up 
with little or no acquaintance with the Synagogue, we may be 
sure that, more or less and sooner or later, they will drift away from 
Judaism altogether. The Synagogue, indeed, is the main barrier between 
the life of the Jew and the onrushing wave of assimilation to which he is 
constantly exposed. 


Children's Synagogues. 


There is no need to elaborate upon the danger, which from this 
point of view exists. In the future generation of Jews is involved 
the Judaism of the hereafter, and our children now, at.least, with 
anything approaching unanimity, do not now attend the Syna- 
gogde services; they are strangers within its walls. There are 
many reasons why they do not. For one thing their parents 
are lax in attendance, and as the fathers and mothers do not go to 
Synagogue, the children do not attend. The Synagoguo (and all con- 
cerning it) thus becomes a quantité négligéable in the life of the average 
Jewish child who is brought up to regard its claims as of the very least. 
Football or cricket, or secular lessons—all have to come before the call 
of the Synagogue or, for the matter of that almost, anything else relative 
to Judaism. But on the other hand, to the average child, the Synagogue 
and its service present no sort of attractiveness—I hate the word in this 
connection, but I can really find none better to express my meaning. If 
they attend they find services that are utterly unfitted for children, and are 
entirely out of line with the lite and the upbringing and the general education 
of the modern boy and girl. I have no intention of entering into details; for I 
do not suppose anyone will venture to dispute or gainsay the statoment. 

But the idea of a Children's Synagogue would, if it were found practi- 
cal to act upon it, overcome most of the obstacles that now stand in tho 
way of that close intimacy between child and Synagogue which is the 
most certain means for securing a life-long attachment to Judaism. The 
Synagogue contemplated, would be entirely for the purpose of children of 
any age, say, under thirteen. Thus the services would not be as Child- 
ren’s Services are now when held in regular synagogues, frequently mere 
shadow functions and make-shift performances. They would be services 
held it may be at the same time as services would be taking place in the 
ordinary synagogue, and they would have attached to them a minister who 
would be exclusively minister of the children's synagogue, and would be 
charged with looking after the spiritual interests of his congregation of little 
ones. The interest of the children in a Synagogue all their own would be 
quickly and deeply aroused, and the services it goes without saying, while 
moulded upon the Tephillah would be so modified as to fit the needs of 
the small congregants. It follows that the pulpit addresses would be 
attuned to their needs and capacity. Indeed, the children’s Schule would 
be a children's religious school, and their minister would be constantly 
preparing them in their own place of worship for a life-long attachment 
to the synagogue of their fathers. . 


A Precedent. 
Id occurs to me that there is nothing very heterodox in this proposal 


or that it is one that cannot find its. precedent in traditional Judaism. 


There was for long periods in Jewish history an institution known as the 
Woman's Synagogue, which was quite apart from the synagogue attended 
by men, and to which a special minister was attached. I suppose that both 
the ritual add the service were modified to suit the needs of the fairer sex. 
If this was done, with no violence to Jewish law and with the approval 
of Rabbinic authority, in the case of women, surely the children’s syna- 
gogue, however much it is an innovation, follows upon well-recognised 
lines. It is ijuite true that the women's synagogue was instituted for a 
totally, diferent object, in some senses, from that with which the pro- 
posal for the children's synagogue is commended. But I submit that 
the precedent that I have named justiſles the proposed departure. 

There are, of course, many awkward points that would have to 
he got over in carrying out the idea of providing Children’s Syna- 
gogues;+ not least, perhaps, the question of financing them. 
But there is the idea, there is the suggestion. I am bound 
to say that the proposal seems a very likely one, one that 
I believe when thought over carefully by those who having the religious 
interests of our children at heart, realise the religious peril with 
which young Jews and Jewesses to-day are faced, they will come to 
think of favourably. I do not much more here than throw what I 
believe is good seed to the four winds of the great public which this 
journal reaches week by week. Thinking as I do of the religious 
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future of our little ones, I carnestly hope that the seed may fall some- 
where upon fertile soil. 


Manchester's Minister. 

The forty years which, I observe, Rabbi Dr. Salomon bas completed 
in the Manchester ministry calls to mind more than one topic. There 
is the general question of the average position of the provincial 
minister, so often the mere lackey of his wardens and the 
Whipping- boy of every man in the congregation who has attained to the 
position of a Baal Bayith. I have often written of the heart- 
breaking soul - grinding life to which men called to the 
provincial ministry are thus doomed, and I have shown how the 
evil is by no means confined to the provinces. It is not so general there, 
but it has its counter-part in many a congregation in the Metropolis. 
That Dr, Salomon has been able to remain at his post for forty years is 
not only a tribute to his sticking powers, but to the respect which he has 
managed to engender in those who from time to time have controlled 
the synagogue ; so that his existence has been tolerabic. But he has, more- 
over, been able to exercise in influence and prestige the proper functions 
of a Jewish rabbi. If in his earliest days Dr. Salomon had not been able 


y force of character and ability to impress those around him with his 


sterling qualities, he would surely have gone the wag of many another 
minister against whose work the grim and ghastly word, failure, had to be 
written all the time. 

But the incident, or rather anniversary, takes my mind back to the 
predecessor of Dr. Salomon, a man of remarkable personality. The Rev. 
Professor Dr. D. M. Isaacs claimed to be the first map to preach in English 
from the Synagogue pulpit. I am inclined to douht the validity of bis 
claim, for I believe that Dr. Raphall, of Birmingham, was the first Jewish 
minister to employ the vernacular for his synagogue addresses. But 
Dr. Isaacs, whose personal and domestic life was in many respeets 
extraordinary—he is said, although a family man, to have lived for 
years in virtual solitude—was also a man of great ability. Hoe 
preached always without a single note, and always without preparation. 
Indeed, he used to boast that he frequently fixed upon his text when 
walking from his seat in the synagogue to the pulpit. His sermons, too, 
were none ot your ten-minute homilies. On occasion Professor Isaacs was 
able to hold his congregation for nearly, if not more than, an hour ; 
and woe betide the hapless congregant who either nodded off into 
slumber or showed even the least lack of attention. The eagle eye of 
the minister was on him in a trice, and he was “ named” unhesitatmglx. 
I recollect once when I was one ot his congregation that he stopped as 
often as five times during his discourse to upbraid offenders, and on each 
occasion he treated them to a little lecture all to themselves. 


A Contrast. 


His method when he detected an inattentive congregant was 
something like this: He would stop, put both his hands on the 
pulpit ledge, raise his shoulders, and put his head forward a trifle and 
in stentorian tones exclaim : Mr. X I see that you are not interested 
in what lam saying. That is not my fault; it is either your fault or, 
perhaps, your misfortune; because it is probably due to your ignorance and 
consequent inability to understand my sermon. I should advise you very 
strongly, in future to devote more of your time to re ling and acquiring 
knowledge, to opening up your mind to subjects more intellectual than 
business or card-playing. Then, when you come to synagogue, you will be 
able to understand what your Minister takes the trouble to preach. You 
will appreciate what he says, and you will not be so inattentive as to nod 
off to sleep as I see you have been doing to-day.” - Or, in a very flagrant 
case, Professor Isaacs would fling off his falith —and then the Congrega- 
tion looked out for the squalls indeed—and bringing down his fist upon 
the pulpit desk, would thunder some reprobation which compared the 
offenders to Korah and his band, or to Phillistines, or even to Ishmaelites 
against whom every man’s hand was raised and whose hands were raised 
against every man, or perhaps Adullamites who marked thomselves out as 
objects of discontent and disgruntiement. Dr. Salomon is not quite a 
mealy-mouthed, milk and water sort of preacher, nor has he exactly what 
in physicians is called the ladies’ bedside manner.” But compared with 
his predecessor, particularly when offended, his preaching, during his forty 
years guiding of his congregation, has been like the pellucid stream of 
summertime compared with the raging ocean tossed and bestormed by 
the violence of the winter wind.

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FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


—— 


By Mero. 


NE not unconnected with this journal spoke to mo the other day 

about an idea which he evidently thought was original, but which 
I I believe has been carried into practical effect in America. Tho 
notion is to establish Children's Synagogues. The purpose will not need 
long explanation. The future of Judaism resides, necessarily, with the 
coming generation, and it can be deemed safe only if that generation 
grows up in attachment to the faith. It follows that, situated 
3 Jews are, that attachment is not likely to exist if there be an 
estrangement from the Synagogue. it our children grow up 
with little or no acquaintance. with the Synagogue, we may be 
sure that, more or less and ‘sooner or later, they will drift away from 
Judaism altogether. The Synagogue, indeed, is the main barrier between 


the life of the Jew and the onrushing wave of assimilation to which he is 
constantly exposed. 


Children’s Synagogues. . | 
There is no need to elaborate upon the danger, which from this 

point of view exists. In the future generation of Jews is involved 

the Judaism of the hereafter, and our children now, at least, with 


anything approaching unanimity, do not now attend the Syna- 
gogue services; they are strangers within its walls. There are 


many reasons why they do not. For one thing their parents 


are lax in attendance, and as the fathers and mothers do not go to 
Synagogue, the children do not attend. The Synagogue (and all con- 
cerning it) thus becomes a quantité négligéable in the life of the average 


Jewish child who is brought up to regard its claims as of the very least. 


Football or cricket, or secular lessons—all have to come before the call 
of the Synagogue or, for the matter of that almost, anything else relative 
to Judaism. But on the other hand, to the average child, the Synagogue 
and its service present no sort of attractiveness—I hate the word in this 
connection, but I can really find none better to express. my meaning. It 
they attend they find services that are ntterly unfitted for children, and are 
entirely out of line with the lifeand the upbringing and the general education 
of the modern boy and girl. I have no intention of entering into details; for I 
do not suppose anyone will venture to dispute or gainsay the statoment. 

But the idea of a Children’s Synagogue would, if it were found practi- 
cal to act upon it, overcome most of the obstacles that now stand in the 
way of that close intimacy between child and Synagogue which is the 
most certain means for securing a life-long attachment to Judaism. The 
Synagogue contemplated, would be entirely for the purpose of children of 
any age, Say, under thirteen. Thus the services would not be as Child- 
ren’s Services are now when held in regular synagogues, frequently mere 
shadow-functionsand make-shift performances. They would be services 
held it may be at the same time as services would be taking place in the 
ordinary synagogue, and they would have attached to them a minister who 
would be exclusively minister of the children’s synagogue, and would be 
charged with looking after the spiritual interests of his congregation of little 
ones. The interest of the children in a Synagogue all theirown would be 
quickly and deeply aroused, and the services it goes without saying, while 
moulded upon the Tephillah would be so modified as to fit the needs of 
the small congregants. It follows that the pulpit addresses would be 
attuned to their needs and capacity. Indeed, the children’s Schule would 
be a children’s religious school, and their minister would be constantly 
preparing them, in their own place of worship for a life-long attachment 
to the synagogue of their fathers. . 


A Precedent. 

It occurs to me that there is nothing very heterodox in this proposal 
or that it is one that cannot find its. precedent in traditional Judaism. 
There was for long periods in Jewish history an institution known as the 
Woman's Synagogue, which was quite apart from the synagogue attended 
by men, and to which a special minister was attached. I suppose that both 
the ritual add the service were modified to suit the needs of the fairer sex. 
It this was done, with no violence to Jewish law and with the approval 
of Rabbinic authority, in the case of women, surely the children’s syna- 
gogue, however much it is an innovation, follows upon well-recognised 
lines. It is {uite true that the women’s Synagogue was instituted fora 
totally, different object, in some senses, from that with which the pro- 
posal for the children’s synagogue is commended. But I submit that 
the precedent that I have named justifies the proposed departure. | 

There are, of course, many awkward points that would have to 
be got’ over in carrying out the idea of providing Children’s ‘Syna- 
gogues;y not least, perhaps, the question of financing them. 
But there is the idea, there is the suggestion. I am bound 
to say that the proposal seems a very likely one, one that 
I believe when thought over carefully by those who having the religious 
interests of our children at heart, realise the religious peril with 
which Young Jews and Jewesses to-day are faced, they will come to 
think of ‘favourably. I do not much more here than throw what I 
believe is good seed to the four winds of the great public which this 
journal reaches week by week. Thinking as I do of the religious 
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future of our little ones, I carnestly hope that the seed may fall some- 
where upon fertile soil. 


Manchester's Minister. | 

The forty years which, I observe, Rabbi Dr. Salomon bas completed 
in the Manchester ministry calls to mind more than one topic. There 
is the general question of the average position of the provincial 
minister, so often the mere lackey of his wardens and the 
whipping-boy of every man in the congregation who has attained to the 
position of a Daa Bayith. I have often written of the heart- 
breaking soul - grinding life to which men called to the 
provincial ministry are thus doomed, and I have shown how the 
evil is by no means confined to the provinces. It is not so general there, 
but it has its counter-part in many a congregation in the Metropoiis. 
That Dr, Salomon has been able to remain at his post for forty years is 
not only a tribute to his sticking powers, but to the respect which he has 
managed to engender in those who from time to time have controlled 
the synagogue; so that his existence has been tolerable. But he has, more- 
over, been able to exercise in influence and prestige the proper functions 
of a Jewish rabbi. If in his oarliest days Dr. Salomon had not been able 
y force of character and ability to impress those around him with his 
sterling qualities, he would surely have gone the way of many another 
minister against whose work the grim and ghastly word, failure, had to be 
written all the time. 

Bat the incident, or rather anniversary, takes my mind back to the 
predecessor of Dr. Salomon, a man of remarkable personality. The Rev. 
Professor Dr. D. M. Isaacs claimed to be the first mag to preach in English 
from the Synagogue pulpit. I am inclined to doubt the validity of bis 
claim, for I believe that Dr. Raphall, of Birmingham, was the first Jewish 
minister to employ the vernacular for his synagogue addresses. But 
Dr. Isaacs, whose personal aud domestic life was in many respeets 
extraordinary—he is said, although a family man, to have lived for 
years in virtual solitude—was also a man of great ability. He 
preached always without a single note, and always without preparation. 
Indeed, he used to boast that he frequently fixed upon his text when 
walking from his seat in the synagogue to the pulpit. His sermons, too, 
were none ot your ten-minute homilics. On occasion Professor Isaacs was 
able to hold his congregation for nearly, if not more than, an hour; 
and woe betide the hapless congregant who either nodded off into 
slumber or showed even the least lack of attention. The eagle eye of 
the minister was on him in a trice, and he was named unhesitating]y. 
I recollect once when I was one ot his congregation that he stopped as 
often as five times during his discourse to upbraid offenders, and on each 
occasion he treated them to a little lecture all to themselves. 


A Contrast. 


His method when he detected an inattentive congregant was 
something like this: He would stop, put both his hands on the 
pulpit ledge, raise his shoulders, and put his head forward a trifle and 
in stentorian tones exclaim: “Mr. X I see that you are not interested 
in what Lam saying. That is not my fault; it is either your fault or, 
perhaps, your misfortune; because it is probably due to your ignorance and 
consequent inability to understand my sermon. I should advise you very 
stroagly, in future to devote more of your time to re ling and acquiring 
knowledge, to opening up your mind to subjects more intellectual than 
business or card-playing. Then, when you come to synagogue, you will be 
able to understand what your Minister takes the trouble to preach. You 
will appreciate what he says, and you will not be so inattentive as to nod 
off to sleep as I see you have been doing to-day.” - Or, in a very flagrant 
case, Professor Isaacs would fling off his ‘alith —and then the Congrega- 
tion looked out for the squalls indeed—and bringing down his fist upon 
the pulpit desk, would thunder some reprobation which compared the 
offenders to Korah and his band, or t> Phillistines, or even to Ishmaelites 
against whom every man’s hand was raised and whose hands were raised 
against every man, or perhaps Adullamites who marked thomselves out as 
objects of discontent and disgruntiement. Dr. Salomon is not quite a 
mealy-mouthed, milk and water sort of preacher, nor has he exactly what 
in physicians is called the ladies’ bedside manner.” But compared with 
his predecessor, particularly when offended, his preaching, during his forty 
years guiding of his congregation, has been like the pellueid stream of 
summertime compared with the raging ocean tossed and bestormedt by 


the violence of the winter wind.

DOMINION NEWS. 


The Situation in Czecho-Slovakia. 
PRAGUE F. 0. C. 

Though the Czecho-Slovakian Republic is essentially democratic in 
its origin and constitution, it is regrettable to state that anti-Semitism is 
far fron being non-existent. It is only now that a grant bas been made 
in support of the Rabbinate, though the clergy of other denominations 
have long been in receipt of State subventions. Another pin prick is the 
fact that Hebrew letters or postcards are no longer accepted by the post 
office, though, during the war, they were only liable to censorship. This 
petty policy of annoyance inflicts pecultar hardships on the poorer 
classes, who are thus cut off from communicating with their friends in 
America in the only language understood by both. 

The Scrolls of the Law mutilated during the riots in November last 
were recently interred ia the old Jewish Cemetery with all the time- 
honoured ceremonial. The Scrolls were rolled in a sealed-up tabe, and 
buried after an address by Professor Dr. Knipfelmacher. A service in 
the great hall of the Chevra Kadisha followed, at which the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Brody, recited a special prayer composed for the occasion and 
delivered a sermon appropriate to a day of mourning. It is interesting 
to note that five hundred and thirty-one years have elapsed since a 
similar ceremony took place. This was in 1389, when the mob pillaged 
the ghetto. Rabbi Avigdor Caro wrote an elegy on that occasion, which 
is still recited in some synagogues on Yom Kippur. 


King Constantine's Gift to Salonika Community. 
SALONIKA F. 0. C.] 
Mr. J. Nebama, Headmaster of the Alliance Israélite School af 
Salonika, has received a letter from Mr, J. Dreyfus, President of the 
Swiss Committee for the Relief of the Sufferers from the Salonika Fire, 
enclosing a. Meque for 10,000 drachmae from King Constantine. The 
letter states that tais domation bad been sent to the Committee at the 
time of the great fire, when the King was an exile in Switzerland. The 
political situation at that time made it inadvisable to forward the money, 
which, as agreed to by the King, was retained until the anti-Constantinist 
agitation had died down. With the return of the King, the Committce 
had now forwarded the remittance, for distribution among the Jews, with 
special reference tothe sufferers from the fire. The local committee of 
the Alliance intend to create a permanent memorial of the King’s liberality. 


Committee of Jewish Delegaticns. 
PCOMMUNICATED. 

Amceting of the Committec of Jewish Delegations was held in Paris 
on January 8th. Among those present were Mr. Naham 5 kolow, Presi- 
dent; Sir Stuart Samuel, Mr. W. Temkin, Mr. Boris Goldberg, Mr. M. 
Sliosberg, Mr. L. Motzkin, and representatives of Rumani.s, Czech- 
Slovakia, Poland, and other countries. A report was presented on the 
activities of the Committee's representatives to the Assembly of the 
League of Nations at Geneva, It was claimed that the actual results 
of their labours _constituted a _ distinct success, particularly 
in connection with tho protection dad extension of the rights of 
national minorities. Bat omphasis was laid on the fact that iotensive 
and continual efforts would still be noeded if they wished the Jowish 
people to obtain complete recognition among the Assembly of Nations. 
At the second sitting, a report of the Committee's activities during 
the last six months was presented by Mr. L. Motzkin, General Secretary. 
The Committce had become a gencral centre and clearing heuse for all 
information regarding the Jews in all parts of the world. The Committeo 
had during the period under review, takon action on behalt of the Jews in 
ten countries. Mr. Sokolow also passed under review the work of the 
Committee, and emphasised the need that had been shown for the 
existence of organisation on such democratic lines as theirs. 

Reports on the situation in their various countries were given by tho 
delegates from Czeccho-Slovakia, the Caucasus, White Ruthenia, ctc. A 
detailed report was also considered oa the personal responsibility of General 
Balachovitch for the pogroms committed by his troops in Ruthenia. 


The J wish Econom'c Position.

The comp iny aims at establishiag a vast warehouse in the centre of Paris 
and organising a delivery service for the entire city. It also intends to 
establish kasher restaurants and to supply all provisions for Passover.

MINORITY RIGHTS. |

THE MORNING POST AND MR. LUCIEN WOLF. 


Mr. Lucien Wolf has written a letter to the Morning Post in reference 
to the leading article that appeared in that paper on the 10th Jauuary. 
Mr. Wolf wrote 


In your leading article of the 10th instant you formulate an 
accusation of double allegiance against the Jews, and you further 
charge them with Nationalist arrogance in the promotion of their 
Jewish allegiance. Among the alleged proofs of these fantastic 
allegations I find the following :— 

We saw it at the Peace Conference, where they thrust forward their 
Minority Treaties policy—-a policy that is in effect a denial of national 
rights to small nation’ and an assertion of national rights for the Jews. 

This statement is entirely unfounded, and I can only imagine 
that the writer of your article has never read the Minority Treaties or 
taken the trouble to familiarise himself with their history. The real 
facts are as follows: 

1. It is true that certain imperfectly mandated delegations of Eastern 
Jews pressed on the Peace Conference the recognition of National Minorities, 
but they were not supported by the delegations of British and French Jews, 
and their proposal was rejected by the Supreme Council. 

2. Accordingly the treaties made no mention of National Minorities, 
Jewish or otherwise. In each case the Minorities were specifically described 
as Nationals of the country in which they reside, the exact term being, in 
the Polish Treaty, Polish Nationals who belong to racial, religious, or 
linguistic minorities.’’ 

3. So that there should be no mistake as to the meaning of the treaties 
in this respect M. Clemenceau addressed a letter to M. Paderewski on June 
2ith, 1919, in which he declared that the treaties were not intended to 
affect the political unity of the States to which they were applied, 
that they did not constitute any recognition of the Jews as a separate 

itical community within the Polish State,“ and that ample safegnards 

been provided against any use of the treaties to encourage a spirit of 
National separat ion. 

4. There is nothing excessive in the rights conferred by the treaties. 

In almost every case they were scrupulously modelied on rights or exemp- 
‘tions extended by legislative enactment or administrative indulgence to 
similar minorities in the leading States of Western Europe and America. 

5. itis true that in some cases the Treaties confer rights of itical 
autonomy on certain minorities, but these minorities happen all to be 
Christian. This is the case with the Ruthenes in the Czecho-Slovak Treaty 
and the Saxons and Czecklers in the Rumanian Treaty. Nosuch privileges 
are granted to Jews, 

“6, As for Jewish “ arrogance” in pressing for their minority rights, one 
striking fact should be mentioned. Although suffering under much provoca- 
tion, none of the Jewis i communities covered by the Minority Treaties bas 
yet made any appeal to the League of Nations. On the other hand, appeais 

on their richts ander the Minority Treaties have actually, been pre- 
sented by the Evangelical Church of Poland, the German Minority in 
Czecho-Siovakia, and the Unitarians and Protestants of Transy!vania. 

To Mr. Wolf's letter, the Editor appended the following 


The “imperfectly mandated delegations” included as a matter 
of fact the Zionists as well as the delegations from Eastern Europe. 
They insisted on demanding “ recognition of the Jews in their respec. 
tive countries as a separate nationality.” The Angio-Jewish delegation 
ruled this out, partly because they had already been made aware 
of the impossibility of obtaining for it the support of the Peace 
Conference.” There was no conflict, the demand of the Zionists 
was merely excluded from the programme of the joint Delegation. 
Will Me. Lucien Wolf now tell us whether he agrees or disagrees with 
the Zionists on this point? ! 

It is true that no mention is made of “national minorities” in 
the Treaties; but, nevertheless, as the Delegation of British Jews , 
reported :— 

The Minority privi are however, so ample that even among leading 
Jewish nationalists this limitation has given rise to but little disappointment. 
The most influential among them, „ profess themselves perfectly 
satisfied, and claim the Treaty as a triumph for their cause. 

Will Mr. Lacien Wolf tell us (a) whether he wrote these words, 
and (b) whether he thinks these “influential Jewish Nationalists” 
were wrong in so thinking ? 

In conclusion, we might observe that the Minority rights were not 
won by persuasion in the countries they concerned, but were forced 
upon the small nations by the Great Powers at the instance of the 
Jewish delegations. That is why we describe these minority treaties 
as denials of the national rights of smal! nations.

The Morning Post of Wednesday priated the following further letter 


Sin. —I hasten to reply to the inquiries you were good enough to address to 
me in your issue of the 17th instant. 

1. You ask me whether I agree or disagree with the demand of the Zionists 
and of the Jewish Delegations essociated with them for the recognition of the 
Jews in their tive countries as a separate nationality?” 

I was im enough to think that my very definite views on this subject 
were notorious even outside the limits of the Jewish Community, and that at 
least the Morning Post, which affects to know so much of our internal politics, 
would not have been ignorant of them. It is at any rate a refreshing illustration 
of the inadequate knowledge on which all anti-Semitism is built up. I will not, 
however, dwell upon this ty-product of our little controversy. will confine 
myself to saying emphatically that I totally disagree, and bave always disagreed, 
with the Zionists on this question. 

In your preamble to your inquiry, you make certain statements as to the 
attitude of the Anglo and Fra ewish Delegationsia Paris which are entirely 
You state, for example, that there was no conflict between those 
delegations and the Zionists on the Nationality question. Asa matter of fact, 
there was a sharp conflict, and this is made eufficiently clear in paragraphs 21. 
26, and 30 of the report of the British Delegation. Moreover, on the proposal of 
the Alliance Israelite, a reasoned resolution dissenting from the Zionist theory 
of a separate Nationality was ‘ 

2. Your second question is rather a curious one. You ask me whether I 
think that certain Jewish Nationalists who have expressed the opinion that the 
Minority Treaties are a triumph for their cause are right in so thinking? 

Surely, that is a question which you can answer for yourself comparing 
the Nationalist demands with the terms of the Treaties and M. Clemenceau's 
or upou them. I should be sorry to disturb the prudent contentment of the 

ationalist chiefs, more especially as it debars them, in the future, from press- 
ing the larger demands they contemplated in Paris. Perhaps the best comment 
on their attitude is that ot M. Denys Cochin on the attitude of the French 
Government during the Fashoda crisis: Ou fait toujours bien quand ou ne 
peut pas faire autrement.” 

3. One farther point. You say that the Minority Treaties are denials of 
the National rights of smal! nations because they were forced upon these nations 
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by the Great Powers“ at the instance of the Jewish Delegations.” As a matter 
of fact, they were forced upon these nations, as M. Clemenceau pointed ont. in the 
name of the publie law of Europe consistently practised since 1814. Nor were 
the Jews alone in pressing this tradition on the Peace Conference. If you will 
examine the records you will find that similar representations were made by 
Christian bodies who were anxious to protect their co-religionists in Eastern 
Europe from oppression and persecution.— Yours, &., |

The Morning Post devoted its first leading article on Wednesday, 
which it. heads, Having It Both Ways,“ to a reply to Mr. Wolf's letter. 
The article says in part :— 


Mr. Lucien Wolf, as we need hardly explain, was Secretary of the Delegation 
of the Jews of the British Empire to the Peace Conference, and he has now been 
made ex officio member of the Publications Department Wü is to conduct a 
Jewish propaganda in this country. He igs Nordan authorfy on his subject. 
We are glad therefore to hear that he*"totally disagrees and has always dis- 
agreed with the Zionists on this subject of nationality. We asked the question 
because the sharp conflict” of which he now speaks was not quite soclear in his 
report on the Peace Conference as he now asserts. The Zionists and the 
Delegations from Eastern Europe-—so it there stated —‘‘ insisted on a demand for 
the recognition of the Jews in their respectivecountries as a separate nationality. 
The Anglo-Jewish delegates were unable to coneur in this proposal partly 
because they had already been made aware of the impossibility of obtaining 
for it the support of the Peace Conference.“ And again: On the question of 
Jewish natiouality each party went its own way, but there was no conflict, for the 
Joint Delegation limited its action in this respectto the exclusion of the question 
from its programme.” These words were presumably written by Mr. Wolf 
himself, and we may be forgiven if we supposed that they referred rather to u 
difference in tactics than to a difference in principle. Mr. Wolf now assures us 
that there was a sharp conflict on the nationality question, but be wrote in 
his report that there was no conflict,’’ and we are left wondering which of the 
two statements represents the truth the statement written for the Board of 
Deputies or the statement written for the readers of the Morning Post. 3 

When Mr. Wolf argues that other religious bodies are given the same privi- 
leges he begs the whole question, for the point is that the Jews are not mare? a 
religious body, but a national body aswell, The whole basis of their rights 
in this country is the belief that they are British subjects of the Jewish 
religion. It they are more than that—as the Zionists and the Jewish World 
claim than the whole question will have to be reconsidered from this 
new point of view. The British people are tolerant to differences of conviction 
and creed; they are also liberal in their treatment of other nations; but even 
the British people will find it a little diflicalt to accept for their new governing 
class a community who are not only a seperate sect and a separate race, but a 
separate nation. Our Jewish friends are right in expecting much at our hands, 
for we hold them in the greatest esteem; but when they assume that they can 


have it both ways they are going, if we may venture to say 80, possibly a little

The League of Nations and the Jewish Question.

LECTURE BY MR. LUCIEN WOLF. 


On Sunday, under the auspices of the West End Jewish Literary 
Society, Mr. Lucien Wolf lectured to a large audience at the Vestry Room 
of the New West End Synagogue on “The League of Nations and the 
Jewish Question.” Mr. H. 8. O. HENRIQUES presided. 

Mr. WOLF said that he was a reluctant convert to the idea that it 
was possible by human means to prevent war and establish a state of 
universal peace. He had been for many years opposed to almost every 
scheme brought forward, and only the previous evening he had been 
reading an article he had written twenty-one years ago, when the late 
Baron de Stael outlined the scheme for the Hague Conference, and be had 
taken a very pessimistic view. When, therefore, he told them that he 
had come to the conclusion that they had in the League of Nations an 
excellent and practicable system produced in very favourable circum- 
stances for assuring the peace of Tarope, they would credit him with 
having studied the subject closajy. The grounds upon which he had come 
to that conclusion were chiefly historical. The League of Nations was not 
the first attempt to establish perpetual peace in Europe, What they knew 
as the peace movement, which went back at least three thousand years, had 
passed through three important phases—the purely ideological phase, the 
phase of practical schemes, and the phase of diplomaticaction. Hedealt 
with the historical aspects of these three phases. He pointed out that the 
chief difficulties confronting all the schemes which had hitherto been 
tried, were that they did not attempt to organise peace but only attempted 
to, prevent war, and were also proposed in times when the Powers were 


strong. Moreover they did not make any effort to eliminate political or social 


grievances. The League of Nations had been conceived in the knowledge 
of these difficulties, and also set up ample machinery for remedying 
them. It attempted to get rid of all the territorial and natural 
grievances which had helped to precipitate the late war. It 
rovided very largely for social justice within the States constituting it. 
t was designed much more to organise peace than to prevent war. The 
Powers had vested in the League the administration of very important 
portions of the treaties, and entrusted to it other duties of great signifi- 
cance. He described the machinery of the Leagne and the methods of 
enforcing the minority treaties. These treaties had not confined them- 
selves to dealing with the simple. question of equality of rights. They 
conferred powers of communal self-government and gave to the Jews all 
the rights enjoyed in the enlightened western countries. A great step 
had been taken to extend the provisions of these treaties to other 
‘countries, and the League bad passed a resolution emphasising’ the 
desirability of countries applying for membership conforming to the 
minority rights provisions of the treaties. He urged the importance of 
the League to the Jews, and. suggested that it should be backed by a 
large body of Jewish public opinion which might find concrete expression 
in a Jewish branch of the League of Nations Union. 
A vote of thanks to Mr. Wolf was carried on the motion of Dr. 
Vishnitzer, seconded by the Chairman. |

OBITUARY.

PROFESSOR ABRAM S. ISAACS (New York). 


The death occurred last month at Paterson, New Jersey, of Dr. Abram 
Samuel Isaacs, Professor of Semitic Languages at New York University, 
and for many yearsa distinguished figure in American Jewry. Abram 
Samuel Isaacs was the son of Rabbi Samuel M. Isaacs, a brother of 


Professor Isaacs, first Minister of the Great Synagogue, Manchester. He 


was born in New York in 1851, and graduated M.A. and Ph.D. at the 
University, completing bis studies at Breslau. He joined the staff of 
his Alma Mater in 1886 as Professor of the German and Hebrew 
languages. With the enlargement of the University, the Chairs were 
dividéd, and the Chair of Semitic Languages, which he held at the time 
of his death, became his sole charge in 1906. His activities were not 


' gonfined to teaching. He was a prolific writer on Jewish topics, the 


author of several books, and for twenty-four years editor of the Jewisi 
Messenger, as his father had been before him. Asa recognised authority 
he was editor of the Jewish department of the “ Encyclopedia 
Americana,” published in 1907, He was also widely known as a lecturer. 
Dr. Isaacs had practical experience of ministerial work, having for nine 
years been Rabbi of the Barnet Memorial Temple in Paterson, New 
Jersey. He is sutvived by two sons and by a brother, a former Judge of 
the State of New York. His position can be best judged by the words of 
a leading newspaper, which states that “his activity as a writer, Rabbi, 
editar, lecturer, and professor placed Dr. Isaacs in a rank among the 
torbmost Jews of this country.“ L

ISRAEL CHAYIM TAVYOV. 


The death of Israel Chayim Tavyov, at the age of sixty-three, which 


occurred in Riga, deprives Hebrew literature of a brilliant, and in many 
respects most original, essayist. Still greater is the loss to Hebrew 
pedagogy, of which he was one of the abiest exponents. He was the 
author of numerous pedagogical works aud the translator of many 

European classics into Hebrew, including some of Zola’s and Oscar Wilde's 
works. He resided till recently in Bolshevik Russia, where he was sub- 
jected to persecution on account of his militant Hebraism. His son was 
brutally done to death by the Bolsheviks, and this crime no doubt pre- 
cipitated his own death. Some time ago he succeeded in reaching Riga, 
where he was eng ved in a scheme to form a Jewish Teachers’ Iustitute 
in that city. He was translating Dicken’s Pickwick Papers into Hebrew 
when death overtook him.

; SYNAGOGUE SUPPORT. 

Preaching at Berkeléy Street on Sabbath last, the Rev. Isidore Harris 
spoke of the relation of the synagogues to the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
He said that the relief of the Jewish poor had always been regarded as 
one of the chief concerns of the Synagogue. Simon the Righteous taught 
that the world rested on three things—religious study. religious worship, and 
the exercise ot charity. The Synagogue, also, stood for these three things. 
It was a house of prayer, a house of religious sindy, and a charitable 

“institution. Jews combined to form a congregation for three purposes— 
to worship God, to study His word, and practise deeds of benevolence. 
Jo that a passage in Exodus: “And thou shall show the way in which 
they should walk,” was oxplaiood by the Midrash to mean; “Show them 
the house of life, i.e. the synagoguc, where the poor are sheltered.” 
Until some sixty yews ago, the general relief of the Jewish poor of 
London was administered by the synagogues. Bat in the year 1859 
this duty was taken over by the Board of Guardians, which was 
established by the synagogues for this purpose. The Board thus relieved 
the synagogues of the actual work of administration, but it was still 
acting, and bas ever since acted, as their agents. However, it could 
never relieve synagogucs of their moral obligation to the poor. That 
remained to-day as sacro-sanctas ever. It it were conceivable that the 
Board should cease to exist, the responsibility of relieving the Jewish 
poor would revert back to the synagogues. That was why cach congre- 
gation regarded an annual collection for the Board as part of its ordinary 
machinery. 

The preacher ventured to think that his congregation should experi- 
ence a special pleasure in helping the Board to grapple with its difficulties, 
inasmuch as the offices of President and Treasurer were held by two pro- 
minent members of their body They might well be proud of that fact, as 
indicating how zealous a part members of the West London Synagogue 
took in the direction of communal affairs. But th could only 
justify this feeling of pride by making a special e to rally 
to the Board's assistance in the extraordinary appeal it is making 
at the present-moment. Some of them were, perhaps. not as closely 
attached to their place of worship and all that it represented as they 
should be. But there were few of them who were not alert to the call of 
charity. That fact was present to the minds of the ancient teachers of 
israel, when they beautifally explained the words of the Song of Songs: 
“Behold, thou art fair, my love. I sleep, but my heart waketh,” to 
Signify: Thou art fair in all works of charity. I may sleep in regard to 
the other commandments of God: but whenever deeds of benevolence are 
tobe performed my heart waketh.” 

London Jewish Hospital. 
THE OUT-PATLENTS’ DEPARTMENT. 

A meeting of the Council of Management of the London Jewish 
Hospital was held last week. It was reported that No. 1 Branch 
of the London Jewish Hospital Association had paid in a sum of money 
Which completed the £1,000 necessary to endow a bed to be named 
“Branch No. 1 Bed,” and also an amount towards a second bed to be 
named after this Branch. 

The sum of £60 was reported as having been received from the 


Stepney Jewish Schools, this amount having been collected from the 
scholars of the Schools for the purpose of defrayiog the cost of the equip- 


ment of a special eye testing room which had become necessary for the, 


treatment, under arrangements with the London County Council, of 
school children suffering from defective vision. 

The number of patients who attended the Out-Patients Department 
for the period 8th November, 1920 to 7th January, 1921 was 6,010. Tho 
attcndances in the Out-Patients Department are constantly growing, thus 
proving the popularity of the Hospital among the suffering people of the 
East End. On one recent afternoon over three hundred patients were 
treated. 

The following were elected Life Governors of the Hospital by virtue 
of donations of ten guineas or over :—Mrs. R. Ezra, of Calcutta, Mr. Max

* 4nd thou shalt remember all the way the Lord * God led thee these forty years 
in the desert, to humble thee and to prove thee, to know what eas in thine heart, 
whether thou wouldst keep His commandments or n. - Deut. viit., 2). 

To-day it is forty years that I ascended this puipit to preach my 
inaugural sermon. Forty years have rolled away since I first came among 
you from over the seas, a stranger in a strange land. Forty years that 1 
have done my humble best to minister to you, and to try to fulfil those 
duties which I laid down in my inaugural sermon, as incumbent on a 
servant of God. You will permit me to halt awhile and to look back on 
those years full of labour, not without their trials and tribulations. It 
has pleased God, whom I have endeavoured to serve to the best of my 
poor ability, to spare me to see this day. He has not only spared me, 
bat has granted me vigour to carry on my life's work, and I say in deep 
gratitude ‘NK ‘A “and now behold the Lord hath kept 
me alive,” AN? *HNISTIR D3 “as my strength was then, even so is my 
strength now.” 

It is in deep humility and gratitude that I look round me and see no 
longer the faces of strangers, but the faces of many tried and constant 
friends ; friends, who have borne with me throughout those many years, 
who, have been loyal co-adjutors and helpers and who will, I pray, still 
assist me in the years to come. But such thoughts must inevitably be 
tinged with reminiscences of sadness. They are many, who are not with 
me this Jay, who have gone to their long rest, but whom I cannot forget 
and whose names are indelibly engraved on the tablets of my heart. 

In the sermon, which I preachedion January 15th, 1481, I laid down 
what I held to be the duties of a minister, and what I suggested were the 
difficulties that confronted bim to harmonise the calls and claims of faith 


with what is known as the spirit of the age. This is a problem 


which every faithful minister must trys to solve, but alas! Many 
are they who are not the servants of God, bat the servants of men 
Drone 135 Orn “there be many servants now-a-days, that 
break away every man from his Master,” who try to break down 
from our venerable and holy faith all that seems to them decayed. No! 
I sail, that the minister must be above faction and prejudice ; he must 
regard only one thing, his duty to his Master, and not allow himself to be 
swayed by the shoutings of the mob or be inflaenced by the catchwords 
of fanatics. It is for you to say whether I have in some measure kept 
true to those principles laid down. 

‘When I look round and think of the community—when I first came 
I am not affected with pessimism ; not even the terrible war, whose after- 
math is still so perceptible, can make me lose my confidence in the future. 
It was but a small community in those days; and look around you now. 
But the growth, though in some cases premature, has happily not 
been marked by disintegration. There was in tho days a strong public 
spirit, but marked by a certain narrowness of view and outlook. Our 
leaders are now chosen from every walk of life. There is no desire to 
introduce those narrow distinctions, which should be odious to every 
Jew, coguisant of the fact that we. rich or poor, are all brethren of the 
great house of Israel. We see the result of this widening of interest in 
the number and efficiency of our charitable institutions, in the interest 
taken in religious education, in the spread of Zionism, and in a quicken- 
ing of our national consciousness and our religious life. 

That I regard as the mainpoint of interest in the forty years I have 
ministered among you, and that inspires me to keep a stout heart and a 


Sure confidences in a bright and still brightening future. For the old 


leaders and standardbearers, who have passed away, have left a young 
ami vigorous generation, strong in energy, in good works; and that this 
great community occupies to-day so high a place, not only in Anglo- 


Jewry, but in the esteem and respect of our Christian fellow citizens, is 
due to the fact that the example set by the founders of this synagogue, | 


the mother congregation, has not been allowed to be forgotten, that the 


torch of progress and good work did not drop extinguished from their 
lifeless hands, but was suatched up and borne aloft by their successors. 


Proud am I that I can say that concord and harmony have ever been the 
watchword of my synagogue. We have never regarded the rise of others 
as inimical to the interests of the community—jealous as we are and 
rightly so of our ancient prestige, wo have ever had the interests of the 
community at heart; and that we are still regarded as the premier congre- 
gation is largely due to the recoguition of the part we have played in the 
peaceful development of Manchester Jewry. 

It is hard to ba entirely free from egotism on au anniversary as this, 


but I humbly claim to have done my share in producing that harmony, or 


which we are justly proud—to have my reward in the love for my work, 
which these many years have only strengthened, in that feeling of vigour, 
which promises renewed activity in the years to come—and in, I hope, the 
feelings of friendship and reg ird with which I am surrounded. Whatever 
I have done, I can sincerely say, in the words of King David, ‘1 13? &? 
n [Ff JOR? *3 13? N,“ not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto Thy 
name give glory,” that I have done with no desire of personal aggrandise- 
ment or of praise. If my own conscience approved I was satisifed. To 
you, my friends, I w express how deeply I feel the loyalty with which 
I have been sup In the years that are still left me I can only pray 
that the God of Israel will grant me to see a continuance of peace and 


concord, and that the end of my days may be crowned with the love of 


my gy mae among whom 1 have for so many years laboured, I hope, 
not in vain! ' 

And now I pray to you, my God, teach me further to administer my 
office to Thy satisfaction and that of my congregation, that the tie of love 
and friendship which was knit together forty years ago shall become 
stronger day by day to our mutual advantage. O Lord! Grant me the 
power of convincing my hearers of their errors and transgressions, and 
that it may be said of me: KS “ that his hands were 
steady until the going down of the sun,” and that my endeavours to lead

The Work of the B’nai Brith. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CIRONICLE 
Witt 
DR. M. EPSTEIN, M.A. 
A MONG the organisation¢ which have done much to uphold 


the fair name of Jewry, to provide for Jewish needs all 

over the world, and to protect the victims of oppression, 

the Independent Order of the B'nai Frith occupies a 
high place. Founded in New York as long ago as 1843, it is now the 
leading Jewish organisation in the United States, and is represented 
by Lodges in various countries in Europe and the East. In this 
country it has not se strong a hold, as much of the work which it 
performs elsewhere is carried out by other institutions. The 
London Lodge, however, has much useful work to its tredit, and 
gradvally its activities are becoming better known. To a repre- 
sentative of the Jewisn Cnronicir, Dr. M. Epstein, the President 
of the Lodge, has given an account of its work in the course of an 
interview, and endeavoured to clear up some misconceptions 


concerning the nature of its operations. i. 


A FINE PROGRAMME, 

“The B'nai B'rith,” said Dr. Epstein, has a lofty programme, which 
I may be allowed to quote, from the preamble to the constitution: ‘The 
Independent Order of the B'nai B'rith has taken upon itself the mission 
of uniting Israelites in the work of promoting their highest interests and 
those of humanity; of developing and elevating the mental and moral 
character of the people of our faith; of inculcating the purest principles 
of philanthropy, honour, and patriotism; of supporting science and art; 
alleviating the wants of the aged and needy; visiting and attending the 
sick; coming to the rescue of victims of persecution ; providing for, pro- 
tecting and assisting the widow and orphan on the broadest principles of 
humanity.’ ” 

“The Order has not been afraid to use the word ‘ International,” and 
it-has been’exceptionally well placed to take international action on more 
than one occasion on behalf of oppressed Jews. There are many 
countries in Europe where, even to-day, notwithstanding the Peace 

Treaties, Jews are deprived of the elementary rights of citizens, and 
where they are subjected to a hateful, anti-social economic boycott. The 
Order is doing all it can to help these victims of prejudice, and in this 
tense it is intertiational.” 5 

THE LONDON LODGE. 

“The London Lodge,” said Dr. Epstein, “is to some extent rather 
aifferently constituted from other lodges in the Order. We have 

_ endeavoured to make membership a privilege, and to restrict it to those 


* who have rendered communal service in the past, or who are ready and 


fitted to do so in the future. The Lodge is strictly non-party, and pro- 
vides a common meeting ground for Zionists and non-Zionists, Orthodox 


and Liberals; the great bond of anion being a well-developed Jewish 
consciousness.” 


THE WATCH DOG. 

I should like to correct the impression which seems to prevail in 
some quarters that the Lodge is always in opposition.’ Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. Weare anxious to help and to co-operate in 
any useful Jewish work. We have, however, on some occasions found 
it necessary to take independent action where we thought that the 
interests of: the community were being imperilled, and we are 
rather proud of the designation, The Communal Watch Dog,” 
which has been applied to us. Jewish organisations sometimes tend 
to get into a groove and to assume an attitude of somnolent complacency. 
From time to time they need stirring up—we have been able to apply the 
prod usefully on more than one occasion. There is another direction in 
which the Lodge may be able to do most usefal work. Some of us have 
observed a tendency in Jewish institutions to convert themselves into 
close corporations and to cold-shoulder any younger men who come 
forward anxious to help. The effect ‘of this has been seen in large 
numbers of Jewish Untversity men devoting themselves to public life 
instead of to communal activities, owing to the fact that they have not 
* been welcomed by the older Jewish organisations. The Lodge has stead- 
fastly set its face against this tendency, and endeavours to draw in to 
the orbit of Jewish work any young Jews of intelligence and enthusiasm 
who desire to give their services to the Jewish cause. Many of the 
recent recruits to our Lodge have been of this class, and we hope 


that many more will come along. Another feature of the Lodge, which 


is specially attractive to me, is the detached point of view that it has 
been successful in taking up on public Jewish questions. Many of the 
members are connected in one way or another with various Jewish institu- 
tions, but the catholic composition of the Hodge seems to facilitate the 


‘abandonment of the parti-pris attitude when they come within its 


precincts. At provides an independent platform for the exchange of views 


- on Jewish questions, which is not to be found elsewhere.” 


FIGHTING ANTI-SEMITISM. 
“One of the most useful of the recent activities of the Lodge,” said 


Dr. Epstein, has been to take steps to combat the wave of anti- 


Semitism which is unfortunately passing over the country at the present 


moment. We felt that much ef the existing prejudice was based upon 


ignorance ef Jews and Judaism, en lack of knowledge of Jewish ideals 


and Jéwish contributions to civilisation. We accordingly thought that 
the best method of dealing with the problem was not to reply to 
individual attacks, but to endeavour to enlighten the public by the issue in 
popular form of a series of works dealing with Jewish life, literature, 
‘ete. With the co-operation of Dr. Israel Abrahams, a list of projected 
works has been drawn up, funds have, been Collected, a publisher has 
been found, and we hope that before very long some of these works may 
ses the light. In this connection I should tike to ‘point out that the Press 
Committee of che Deputies of British Jews was initiated some time ago =I 
the Lodge, which before taking independent action offered to oollaborate

Most of the work on behalf of the children from Central Europe, who are 
being brought to this country to relieve the situation there, has been 
done by members of the Auxiliary, though a special committee was 


established for the purpose. The Auxiliary, with the assistance of 


members ot the Lodge, has made itself responsible for the care of two 


Austrian children. No doubt other important, communal work will be 


undertaken by this brauch of the Lodge as opportunity offers.” 

The London Lodge is anxious to extend the work of the Order to 
the provinces. There has for some time been a Lodge in Manchester, 
though owing to the war and other causes it has not been active of late. 
It is hoped that this Lodge may be revived, and preliminary steps have 
been taken to found Lodges in Liverpool, Leeds, and Birmingham, ‘The

JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 


The following report of the Joint Foreign Committee was submitted :— 
A meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee was held on January 12th. 
League of Nations The Secretary presented his final report on his mission 
to benen o watch Jewish interests at the meeting of the Assembly of the 
League of Nations. It was resolved to print the report together with an appen- 
dix of correspondence ahd other documents and to-circulate it among the 
members of the Committee for further consideration. : 
‘Polish Jewish Refugees in Austria and Huangary.—-Reports and correspon- 
dence relating to the grievances of Polish Jewish refugees in Austria and 
Hungary were considered. Owing to the threatened expulsion of many of these 


refugees from Vienna, it had been proposed by the local Hiltsverein to emigrate | 


them westward, and the Committee had been asked whether it would be 
ossibie to settle some of them, and if so, how many, in England. The Secre- 
ry had replied pointing ent the great difficuities in the way of snch a scheme 
and had asked for further particulars in regard to the exercise of Treaty Rights 
in favour of the refugees. The Committee approved the action of the Secretary 
and directed that an inquiry should be matituted as to the wishes of the refugees 
in regard to their right, urder the Treaty of St. Germain, to opt for Austrian 
nationality. . 
The Secretary reported that in regard to both the Austrian and Hungarian 
questions he had had an interview with Rabbi Chajes of Vienna. The Rabbi 
had expressed the opimion that in Austria the Jews had little reason for 
¢omplaint on political. grounds, but their situation was very unstable and 
required to be closely watched. In Hungary it was different. There was little 
abateppent of the White Terror and the attitude of the National Assembly, as 
by the recent Nwumerus Clausus was distinctly hostile tothe Jews. He 
pointed out farther that the situation of Polish Jewish refugees in Hungary was 


also extremely unsatisfactory. The Government desire to deport them and for 


that purpose had interned them in very badly equ'pped camps. In the circum- 
stances, the refugees were quite ready to accept deportation to Poland, but 
here a difficulty had arisen with the Polish anthorities who declined to grant 
passports unless the a 
of Polish nationality.. In the great majority of cases this was impossible, and 
thus the Jews were beipg kept in the internment camps. It was resolved that 
any well authenticated facts relating to the continuance of the White Terror 
in Weneiry should be brought to the attention of the Foreign Office and that the 
Secrétary should make the necéssary representations to the Polish Govern- 
ment iu regard to the refusal of passports to Polish Jewish refugees. These 
representations will be made in virtue of the agreement concluded between 
the Committee and the Polish delegates in Geneva on December 5, 1920. 
Anti-Semitism in Latvia.—A letter was read from a trustworthy corre- 
mondent, giving particulars of the trials and zufferings of some hundreds of 
atvian Jews, who, early in the war, had been depor into Great Russia by 
he Tsarist Government, and who, on their return to Latvia, had been refused 
- pdmiesion into the country, Other testimonies of the prevalence of anti- 
Semitiam in Latvia were cited by members of the Committee from their 
rsonal knowledge. It was resolved to communicate the facts to the Latvian 
tion in London, and to point out how this ill-treatment of the Jews must 
prejudice the desire of the Latvian Government to be admitted e membership 
of the I eof Nations. The Secretary was also empowers: 1 write to the 
Foreign Office on the subject should the representations to the Lat“ 
prove unavailing. —

MOSES— IV. 


There he made for them a statute and an ordinance, and there he proved them.” 


re. 25. 

Moses taught men to fears a Spiritual Power, which, being all-wise 
and all-knowing, and which, being able to ook into the innermdst 
recesses of the hunian heart, coifid not be deceived. We have treated of 
the principles of the Decalogue. See what follows. In place of putting 
his stamp of approval on slavery, in an age when slavery was a common 
practice, Moses was the first who strove to inculcate a love of fre dom. 
and to punish him who preferred bondage. While he knew thatto prohibit 
slavery absolutely at that time was impracticable, he at least endeavoured 
to prohibit it so far as it concerned the children of Israel. While per- 
mitting them to have heathen bondmen and bondmaids who should be 
theirs for ever, he forbade permanent slavery among the cbildren of Israel, 
and ordained that the period of servitude among the Hebréws should be 
limited to six years. In the seventh year the Hebrew bondman was to 
go out free for nothing, and if the servant should say, I love my master, 
my wife, and my children, and I will not go free,” then his master was 
to bring him unto the judge, and bore his ear through with an awl against 
a doorpost, and he was to serve him till the great jubilee year. On the 
one hand, he held out the promise of prolonged life to him who honoured 
his father and his mother, and on the other hand he established the 
death penalty for him who should smite or curse bis father or mother. 
It was Moses who first taught, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” 
That this term is to be understood in the widest sense though never let 
us forget that one of the most difficult things in life is to love your neigh- 
bour, who lives next door to you—is evident from the many laws which 
inculcate kindly consideration forthe stranger. The tolerance that Moses 
taught was remarkable. While on the one hand he so firmly believed in 
one God, he told the poople that they were not to deride 

THE BELIEFS OF THEIR NEIGHBOURS. 

“Thou shalt not revile the gods. In the subsequent words of this 
passage he ingtils into the minds of the people a respect for authority: 
aud a ruler among thy people thou shalt not curse.” His love of justice 
pervades his cntire code. Justice is to be perfect. It takes precedence 
of compassion, so that even a poor man is not to be favoured in matters 
of judgment before a rich man. What could be more sublime than tho 
law which forbids an Israelite to take advantage of his enemy's misfortune ” 
Never before had a weekly day of rest for man and cattle been set aside by 
any lawgiver. If Moses had achieved nothing more than to give to the toiling, 
masses and tke beasts of burden one day’s rest out of every seven, this in 
itself would entitle him to the everlasting gratitude of mankind. How 
emphatically heinsists on chastity and sexual purity, which bave come to be 
recognised virtues of the Jewish race! And then there is the vast importance 
he attaches to the exercise of charity, which in an agricultural community, 
besides taking the form of tithes, with the additional threefold duties of 
PRD) AND! d, likewise expressed itself in the laws relating Jo the 
Year of Release. And there were, moreover, a number of humane laws 
relating to the taking of pledges, the payment of interest, and the pay- 
ment of wages. The ethical laws set forth in the 19th chapter of 
Leviticus formed a small Bible in their comprehensive scope. This 
marvellous chapter prohibits, among other things, stealing, lying, false 
dealing, tale bearing. and false swearing; cursing the deaf and putting a 
stumbliag-block before the blind; favouring the rich or the poor in 
matters of justice; taking vengeance or bearing a grudge ; using enchant- 
ments or turning to those who have a familiar spirit and ordains just 
balances, just weights and just measures; the showing of reverence to 
aged persons, the duty of fearless criticism of what is wrong, and fmally 
what has come, to be known as the Golden Rule. Teday, in 
the Orient, innocent men are punished for the crime committed 
by their relatives; but Moses deelared more than 3,000 years ago: 
“ The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, neither shall the 
children be put to death for the fathers; every man shall be put to death 
for his own sins.” These ethical laws of Moses gave their inspiration to 


| ALL THE PROPHETS AND TEACHERS OF ISRAEL 
who followed him. The Talmud and the great Judaic literature were based 
entirely and acknowledgedly on the teaching of Moshe Rabbinu. Auck 
though the same acknowledgement is not always made, other great 
teachers go back tothe same source for their inspiration. The Founder of 
the Christian religion is indebted to Moses and his followers for the great 
truths he expresses, with an originality which is one of phrase rather 
than of idea; for he had the rare ability to present old truths in new 
forms. If one were to take out of the Bible the Five Books of 
Moses, the rest would fall to pieces for the want of a foundation 
to rest upon. Moses furnished the inpiration on which the Mohammed 
relies for his teachirg. Theone God about whom he preached was tho 


God of Israel proclaimed in the law of Moses. And all who are living 


to-day, thirty-five centuries after the birth of Moses, are as truly 
indebted to him for their ethics and religion as were the children of 
Israel, who under his guidance crossed the Red Sea. As with the 
. Take out of either book the law of 
Moses, and the rest has no foundation. Every moral sentiment attributed 
to the Founder of the Christian faith is to be found either in the Old 
Testament among the sayings attributed to Moses, or among the utter - 
ances of the prophets and psalmists who taught and preached the law of 
Moses, or among the writings of the great Jewish commentators as hande® 


down in the Talmud, The great law-giver was fully exhaustive in his. 


work; he has left no room for an eleventh commandment. It only 


remains for us te show. our reverence for our great teacher by trying to 


practice faithfully and consclentlously the laws he has laid down. If 
injunction in the Decaloguo, it.

LXV.—jJEWS AS CITIZENS. 
Mr Dran Cousin, 

I agree with you in your utter condemmation of the view of Jewish 
‘citizenship which was expressed in the Spertator in its last issue but one. 
No one need quarrel with that paper for its opinion that Lord Reading 
will make an unsuitable Viceroy of India. The Spectator has a perfect 

right to form what opinions it chooses. For myself, I believe it is in 
error, and the vast majority of Englishmen will not share its opinion in 
this instance. But what I do object to is the reason for its dislike. The. 
Spectator condemns the appointment of Lord Reading because he is a 
Jew. 
blood, but a man of the Jewish religion, and therefore necessarily a man 
with a double allegiance.” But the nature of thisklouble allegiance is not 
stated. Double allegiance to what or to whom’? I suppose the writer 
means one allegiance to the commonwealth and the other to some 
mysterious authority which exists only in his brain. If so, why is he not 
‘candid enough to say what itis? Why put it in the form of an insinua- 

tion, leaving his reader to imagine all manner of horrors? It is clear 
that the writer must have an uneasy conscience, seeing that he doth protest 
too much. He keeps on assuring us that he is not au anti-Semite. Yet 
all his words belie his profession. <5 


It isa thousand pities to see a paper with so fine a record as the 
Spectator descending to the methods and the watch-words of the German 
anti-Semites, whose game it is playing. It is a thousand pities to have to 
class this erstwhile sane and respectable British journal with the Deutsche 
Jagesgeitung, and papers of that stamp. The statement about a double 
allegiance might have some meaning if applied to Catholics. Applied to 
Jews, it is sheer nonsensé. Catholics, I take it, owe one allegiance tothe 
State, and another to an outside power the Pope, who has a Court, to 
which the governments of Europe send accredited representatives. Is it 
not conceivable that a Catholic may be torn between two duties’? A Jew 
never can be in this predicament. A Jew has only one allegiance—to the 
‘Commonwealth of which he is a member. There is no other outside 
power that rules his conscience, and if he professes Judaism that only 
makes him a better member of the Commonwealth. 


The time has come to protest vigorously against a view of citizenship 
which is medieval. Down to the days of the French Revolution it was 
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held, first in practice and later only in theory, that the citizens of any 
State should belong to the same race, or at least profess the same creed. 
Antiochus Epiphanes thought so too. In his case it, was, perhaps, 
intelligible. But that the Spectator in the year 1921 should hold the view 
of Antiochus is 4 tragedy. It marks that journal as being behind the 
times, and all the pretence of dealing with modern problems from a 
modern view-point is mere self-deception. A vehicle of public opinion 
that preaches ancient conceptions of citizenship rules itself out of court 
as a guide to thinking people. 

The Jew to-day claims to be a full and complete citizen of his country. 
Citizenship to-day is surely a matter of cOnduct. A Jew can be as good a 
citizen as a non-Jew; and if any Jew falls from the high standard 
demanded by Judaism, it is deplorable. Let such a man be dealt with as 
any non-Jew who fails in like case. The Jew claims to be eligible forany 
office. grhich is open to every other citizen. The only test he recognises, 
as all other citizens must, is that of capacity. It is the duty of every 
citizen to serve the State. The Jew claims that duty with all other 
citizens, no more and no less. The Spectator says the Jew has separate 
or ‘distracting interests.“ That is not true. The Spectator. says that 
while the Jew may hold certain offices in the State, this does not mean 
that he can wisely be placed in every appointment within the Empire.” 
That, too, is not true. It is a view of Jewish citizenship propagated by 
the International anti-Semites who, as right-thinking men agree, have 
thrown to the winds all sense of justice, and feed only on hate. A 
thousand pities that the Spectator should lend itself to their anti-social 
and anti-Christian propaganda. 

I said the Jew claims to be a fall and complete citizen. Take my 
own case. I live my life striving to attain the highest standard of citizen- 
ship, and in this I am greatly helped by the tenets of Judaism. I am 
bidden to love my neighbour, to seek peace and pursue it, to help the 
poor, to abstain from oppressing the needy. I glory in seeing the triumph 
of goodness and justice and truth in the commonwealth, and I do my 
utmost to advance these three virtues. There are thousands of Jews who 
do the same. They observe their daty to the State. They pay scot and 
lot, aud when in time of crisis the State calls on them to make the 
supreme sacrifice, they obey readily, just as do non-Jews. That they 
are of different race or blood, and of different faith is surely of no con- 
sequence. The British Empire is proud of the fact that it combines men 
of many races and many creeds into a single political allegiance for the 
purpose of establishing a Great Society. That is the aim of all States. 
“Righteousness exalteth a nation”: so thought a Jewish thinker. The 
world applauds his dictam, and History has but proved its truth. Now all 
citizens can and should help to build up that Great Society. It is folly 
to exclude any single member of the body politic who has anything to 
contribute to the general stock which helps to this end. In the twentieth 
century there can be only one test of a man's citizenship—whether or no 
his life and conduct advance righteousness. Only this matters, and not 
race, colour, creed, or anything else. Race and creed are forces which 
produce character, and in the case of the Jew he has nothing to fear in 
cotuparison with others. Only the other day the Committee of the Rights 
of Religious Minorities, in New York, inclading such names as William 
Bryan, Principal Eliot, Cardinal Gibbons, Herbert Hoover, Robert 
Lansing, and William Taft, testified “that Jews are among the most 
intelligent, patriotic, and philanthropic citizens” of the United States. It 
is the same in other countries. The Jews can rightly claim to be among 
the aristocrats of peoples; they possess the power of endurance, and 
their contribution of great values to the world’s life and thought is indeed 
creditable. 

It is said that the Jew is clever, as though cleverness were acrime. If 
the Jew is clever, does not the commonwealth gain by it? Do we not 
require the maximum of brain power if the world.is to recuperate? It 
is said thatthe Jew is showy. Is he more showy than thenon-Jew’? Are 
all the fineries and gaady things exhibited in the shop window of the 
capitals of Europe bought by the Jews? Are there no non-Jews who are 
over dressed? And are there no Jews who are quiet in their demeanour” 
Many a Jew and Jewess have I known whose meekness and modesty 
ha ve made them worthy followers of Moses. But suppose we admit that 
the Jew has a more strongly-marked sense of colour? Is not that an 
advantage in the all too drab picture of the modern town’? A love of 
colour is surely a virtue, not a vice. 

It is time to protest against this nonsense of races. We hear of long 
heads and short heads, of black hair and fair. We are shown slides to 
illustrate the various types, 22 pretty indeed and interesting enough to 
while away a pleasant h But the theories built up on the specula- 
tions are hardly scfence. They will not convince practical people. That 
there was a Teutonic stock is pretty certain. But who can say wherein 
the branches of that stock differ? What differentiates the English, the 
Germans, the Swedes, and the Danes? On the one hand we hear of the 
Anglo-Saxons, on the other of Germanen.“ Think for a moment and you 
will find that rank chauvinism underlies these alleged distinctions. They 
are all false. They are all behind the times. In the middle ages the 
town was the unit, whether for trade or politics. In the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries it was each country. To-day it is the world, whether 
you consider commerce, finance, le irning, labour, or politics. Is not that 
the fundamental idea of the League of Nations And is it not one of the 
glories of the British commonwealth that it was the forerunner of the 

in being an association of political entities bent on the establish 


ment of justice, fairness, and right? 


Jews claim the fullest citizenship to-day. They desire to shoulder all 
the birdiens and to enjoy all the privileges of citizeaship. If any of them 
can serve the State in high offices, that service will be given whole- 
heartedly in the interests of the State. If the majority rise higher 
than the average of citizenship, they will strive to make the quality of 
that average high. In either case their religion will make them all the

COLD MEAT COOKERY. 


So numereds are the dishes which can be made from cold joints, or 
scraps of cooked meat, that monotony in the menu can be easily avoided. 
Here is an excellent pie 

REQUIRED: Cold cooked beef, Ib.; salt or smoked beef, 2 o.; 

chopped parsley, one tablespoonful; gravy (thickened), 3 pint ; 
— pepper ; cold cooked potatoes, b.; one small onion ; short 
pastry. 

METHOD.—Peel and chop the onion and fry very pale brown. Free 
the meat from skin and cut into neat dice. Puta layer of meat at the 
bottom of a pie-dish ; sprinkle with parsley, seasoning, and onion. Con- 
tinue these layers until the dish is nearly full. Pour in the gravy gently. 
Slice the potatoes and add them. Cover with the pastry and bake in a 
hot oven until the pastry is cooked. 

N. B.—Mutton ov veal may be used in place of beef, and less meat and 
more vegetables may be added, such us cooked carrots, turnips, celery or 
haricot beans according to season. In place of potatoes cooked macaroni, 
rice, or pearl barley may be used. If veal is used, add half a teaspoonful 
of mixed herbs and the grated rind of half a lemon.

BEEF FRITTERS. 

REQUIRED: Cold cooked beef; 4 oz.; four, 4 o.; tepid water, 1 gill: 
salad oil, 1 tablespoonful ; chopped parsiey, 1 teaspoonful ; 
powdered thyme and marjoram, f teaspoonful; scasonitfy ; 
frying fat. 

MeETHOD.—Remove skin from the meaf and put it through a mincer, 

add the parsley, herbs, and seasoring. Sieve the flour and a pinch of 
salt into a basin and make a well in the centre. Mix the oll and tepid 
water and pour them into the well. Gradually work in the flour with a 
wooden spoon, and beat until quite smooth. Let this batter stand for an 
hour or two. If too thick, add a little more tepid water. Just before 
frying, stir in the prepared meat mixture. Make the fat hot in a deep 
saucepan, drop somes in, in a epeentals, and fry a nice brown.

SAVOURY Pre. 
REQUTRED: Slices of cooked mutton ; dripping, 10z.: cornflour, 1 oz. ; 


tomatoes (tinned), 1ib.; chopped parsiey, I tablespoonfu! ; stock, 
1 pint; breadcrumbs; salt; pepper; mace. 


MeTHop.—Melt the dripping in ‘a saucepan, stir in the cornflour 
smoothly, then add the stock and tomatoes (water may be used instead 
of stock, in which case half a teaspoonful of Marmite should be added), and 
lot the whole simmer gently for half an hour; then Krain the sauce 

and season carefully with salt, pepper, and a pinch of mace. Lay some 
slices of cold meat in a pie-dish, sprinkle with chopped parsiey and pour 
over some of the sauce, then more meat, etc., untilthe dishisfull. Cover 
the top thickly with breadcrumbs and put a few little bits of dripping on 


top. Bake in a moderate oven until the meat is hot through and the ~~ 
nicely browned. 


DRESDEN PATTIES. 
REQUIRED: Cold meat, 6 o.; tongue or smoked beef, 2 0z.: one small 
onion; two teaspoonfuls of chopped parsley; stock, 1 gill; 


dripping, Loz.; flour, l10z.; seasoning; slices of bread two inches 
thick; one egg ; breadcrumbs. 


MeTHop.—Remove all skin from the meat and tongue (or smoked 
beef) and mince finely. Melt the dripping, stir in the flour and chopped 
onion, and fry a pale brown; then add the stock and stir it over the 
fire until it boils. Let it cool a little, then add the meat and parsley 
and season carefully. Stamp the bread into rounds about three inches 
in diameter, and hollow out the centre of each so as to leave a case of 
bread. Dip the cases for a second or two in water, then drain them. 
Next brush them over with beaten egg, and coat them with crumbs. Fry 
them a golden brown in very hot fat, and then drain them well. Make 
the meat mixture thoroughly hot, fill in each case, piling it up rather 
high.

St. George's Jewish Settlement. 


FIRST ANNUAL REPORT. 


The first annual report of the St. George’s Jewish Settlement isa 
record of remarkable activities, social and educational. Although the 
Settlement has been in existence for working purposes for little more 
than seven months, its work inclades school care committees, a play 
centre, boy scouts and girl guides, and boys’ and girls’ clubs. The school 
Care Committee looks some 8,000 children. In addition, it takes 
charge of the children who have left school but are still under the age of 
seventeen. This work is hampered by the lack of voluntary helpers. 
The Play Centre suffers from the same deficiency. An appeal is made 
for n piano and for monetary contributions, as each child is given tea for 
which he or she pays one halfpenny. Boy Scouts and Girl Guides are 
making satisfactory progress. The Boys’ Club, which has a good athletic 
record. does not neglect the educational and social side. Over seventy- 
five per cent. of the members are regular users of the library. The club 
is over-crowded, and from fifteen to twenty applicants have to be turned 
away each week. The Girls’ Ciub is also doing good work. Instead of 
the two small rooms which previously — the Club, it 
now has a Gancing hall, a canteen, reading, writing, and games 
rooms. Dramatic, 8 and music classes arc also held. new 
development is the Old Boys’ Club, drawn largely from the boys 
of the Settlement who have passed the eighteenth year. Few 
features of the Settlement have been more appreciated than the Luncheon 
Club. Here thirty to forty teachers and social workers lunch every day,

| Bociety has given concerts th the year, which have been highly 
' appreciated. Services conducted on Uberal lines are held in the synagogue.

SIR R. W. COHEN AND JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


[COMMUNICATED. } 

The Surbiton and Kingston Social and Literary Society held à concert 
on Saturday evening in support ofthe War Memorial. During the evening 
Bir Robert Waley Cohen, K. B. E., who was introduced by Mr. N. Jacobs, 
addressed the audience and reminded them that the Memorial had 
commendcd itself to the community. He admitted that Judaism was much 
indebted to the scholarship of the men trained in Continental 
Universitics and Seminaries; but if people desired that their 
children should have their training from men imbued with home 
influence and imparted in a manner sympathetic to their environ- 
ment, then the instruction must be given by men educated and 
trained in this country—and for that reason the Memorial would strive to 
establish a strong céntrai College of Jewish learning, training men who 
would understand and interpret their literature in the same manner as 
foreign Rabbis. He had the greatest sympathy with Jews’ College, but 
he doubted whether the College, as at present constituted, met with the 
Community's requirements. He was not able'to assign any reason for its 
failure. The Jews’ College Committee which was now examining the 
question, hoped to discover the cause aud suggest a remedy. He feared 
the Jews’ College Council were not wise in the manner they pursued to 
serve the objects of the College. The Council knew that the College to- 
day did not fulfil its mission. Through the War Memorial it wouk! be able 
to do that in future, and the Jews’ College Council knew that. Jews’ 
College could train the men the community wanted under different con- 
ditions, and the Jewish War Memorial would sce to. it that this was done, 
When the College was remodelled and was training wise and capable 
men who should be the real teachers of Jewry, and the Jewish-chiidren 
received proper religious education—-that would be the best and the only 
answer to Anti-Semitism. A Jewish community with a Jewish conscious- 
ness need not fear anti-Semitic attacks —anti-Semitism’ must fall before it. 

Mr. M. Wiseman assured Sir Robert that the Surbiton and Kingston 
Congregation appreciated his presence, and promised on behalf of the 
members support for the Memorial. Mr. Wiseman read a list of dona- 
tions already promised, amounting to £220, and expressed the hope that 
that amount would be increased considerably when those who were not 
present had been canvassed. . 

An excellent programme was provided, to which the following contri- 
buted: The Misses R. Finbury, Essie Weinrabe, Frances Davison, and 
Mrs. R. Whitesman., aud Measrs.

VISIT TO PIETERMARITZBURG. 
The Chief Rabbi, accompanied by Mr. Albert M. Woolf and Mr. A. II. 
Valentine, visited Pietermaritzburg on December 24th. The Mayor and 
the Administrator welcomed them at the Norfolk Hotel, and among those 
present, in addition to the leading coreligionists, were representatives of 


the various Churches, Both the Mayor and the Administrator paid tribute 
to what South Africa owed the Jews, the latter saying that they had 


played a great part in the history of the country, which bad benefited by 


their benevolent and financial genins. In his reply, the Chief Rabbi 


.. vecalled his last visit to that part of Africa, and said that in Durban he was 


lined up with Winston Churchill who had just escaped from the Boers. 
He said that his mission had received enormous encouragement from his 
spiritual colleagues and the heads of the Churches, who recognised with 
him that the country derived¥its benefits, not from machine guns and 
milifarism, but from moral and spiritual forces. Dr. Hertz preached in 
the synagogue in the cvening. and addressed the members, at a subse- 
quent meeting, on the War Memorial. He proceeded to Durban by car, 
escorted by members of the community.

The CHAIRMAN read a communication detailing the constitution of the 


Central Committee for Religious Education of the Jewish War Memorial: 


He said that while it was inadvisable to entertain extravagant hopes, 
there was no doubt that in the end much good would accrue to their 
activities from the scheme. He moved that the Board ask for affiliation 
to the Central Committee forthwith. Dr. A. Eiennorz seconded the 
resolution, which was adopted. 


The question of steps to be taken to secure religions instruction in 
Council Schools not as yet provided for was discussed. It was pointed 
‘out that such schools as Myrdie Street, Dempsey Street, Robert Monte- 
fiore in the Bast End, andSigdon Road and Eleanor Road Schools in the 
North-East, were practically Jewish schoo!s. ’ 


Miss HANNAH HyAM pointed out that the great difficulty was that it 
was impossible to get the names and addresses of the children. The 
Headmasters were forbidden to give them, though many were in the 
warmest sympathy with the objects of the Board. 


Miss NHTTIn ADLER said that the rule cut both ways. It certainly 
hampered the work of the Board, but they must remember that it 
went along way in restricting tue activities of the conversionists. 


It was decided to request the Attendance Committee to see what could 
be done in the matter, and to communicate with the Ministers of the 
Stoke Newington and South Hackney Synagogues. a 


A grant was made to the Secretary for extra services rendered, and a 

motion for an increase of his salary was, after a long discussion, in which 

' the Chairman took part in opposition to the proposal, and with one dis- 

q sentient (Mr. Charles Mocatta), referred to the Executive Committee for 

) ; favourable consideration. It was pointed out in the course of the 
discussion that Mr. Woolf had been connected with the Board for some 

twenty-eight years; that he had performed many extra-secretarial 

functions in his own time; and that by his administrative ability and his 


achemes for the amalgamation of various classes he had been instru- | 


mental in saving the Board several hundred pounds per annum, at the 
same time increasing the efficiency of its working. It was also pointed 
out that the salaries of the teachers had already been increased by one 
hundred per cent. to meet the extra cost of living. 


The motion to appoint a Sub-Committee to consider the duties of the 
Secretaria] Office and the report of the Appeal Committee were adjourned 
' till a later date. 

- On the motion of the Rev. I. HARRIS, it was resolved, that the Board, 
having learnt that their esteemed President would be absent from England, 
wished him a successful holiday, and trusted he would return to his 
labours for the Board greatly invigorated by his change. 


Mr. FRANKLIN, in reply, intimated that he proposed to terminate his 
presidentship with the next election.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


DR. WEIZMANN AND THE MIZRACHL. 


Representatives of the Mizrachi Organisation had an interview with 
Dr. Weizmann during his recent visit to Holland. The representatives of 
the Mizrachi were: Chief Rabbi A. Asscher (Groningen), Dr. H. Pinkof, 
and Messrs. E. Asscher, L. de Beer, and J. H. Davids. The deputation 
drew attention to several conditions prevalent inthe New Yischub which 
were contrary to the requirements of Traditional Judaism. They 
requested that the Zionist Executive (who, although they did not create 
these conditions, were in the position to bring influence to bear upon them) 
should see that everything possible be done to bring about an improvement 
in these directions. Dr. Weizmann said that he fully supported the request 
of the Mizrachi as he took the standpoint that the monies provided by 
the Jewish nation should not be spent vm purposes which were contrary 
to tradition. He undertook that during his impending visit to Eretz 
Yisrael he would enquire into the matter and exert his influence to put 
an end to the conditions in question {COMMUNICATED) . 


PERSIAN JEWS AND Mr. ZANGWILL. 


In our issue of July goth last we published a letter from Persian 
Zionists to Mr. Zangwill, congratulating him on his work on behalf of the 
Jewish people. Mr. Zangwill replied, accepting the letter as a tribute to 
his pioneer work, but declining any responsibility for recent developments. 
We have now received a second letter from Teheran, in which the pre- 
vious letter is acknowledged to have been in ee — of Mr. Zangwill s 
early efforts, but also because the San Remo decision has brought within 
measurable distance whvt the Persian Zionists claim to have been Mr. 
Zangwill’s aim, A Jewish State.” 


MR. JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD VISITS AMERICA. 

Mr. James de Rothschild has left England for America on theinvita- 
tion of Mr. Justice Brandeis, Honorary President the World Zionist 
Organisation, and Judge Julian Mack, President of ti American Zionist 
Organisation. Before his departure, Mr. de Rothschild had a conference 
with the Zionist Executive in London. 

It is stated that one of the objects of his visit will be the creation of 
an American Economic Council for Palestine on the same lines as the 
one established in Eagland, and that he will endeavour to arrange for 
active co-operation between the two bodies. 


DR. MAX NORDAU AND THE GREATER ACTIONS 
COMMITTEE. 


SEVERE ACCUSATIONS. 


In a letter to the French paper, La Joi Juive, Dr. Nordau gives hig 
reasons for leaving the Zionist Actions Committee. 

Dr. Nordan first of all contradicts the statement about his supposed 
displeasure with the election of Mr. Ussischkin. He states that it was 
all along his firm intention not to consent to serve on this committee, as 
the elections, in his opinion, were not fairly conducted. Most of the 
members, he points out, are receiving salaries. They were chosen by 
Dr. Weizmann, and are, to his thinking, entirely subservient to Dr. 
Weizmann, as he has the power immediately to dismiss them if he so 
wills. It is quite obvious, therefore, says Dr. Nordau, that he would not 
allow the members to criticise the activities of the Zionist Organisation, 
or exercise any control over it. Stili less probable is any possibility of 
their criticising the attitude of their patron on whom they are dependent 
for their livelihood. “Ofcourse,” Dr. Nordau adds. ican hardly imagine 
myselt in such a clique.”

The Auckland branch, as their special coutribution to the 
Jewel Fund, has offered to set up a Children’s Welfare Centre in 
Jerusalem. The London office has already obtained two nurses trained 
at the Jewish Maternity Home, who, after a course in the Plunkett 
system, will proceed to take charge of the Centre.

ZIONIS AND THE PRESS. 


The annual Conference of the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies 
Was held on Sunday at the Offices of the Order Achei Brith, High Street, 
Shoreditch, Mr. B. 8. ETRAUS, J. P., the Vice-President, occupied the 
Chair in the absence of Sir Stuart Samuel, and was supported by more 
than fifty delegates of the constituent societies. .« 

Mr. B. S. Srnaus, in his opening address, congratulated the Associa- 
tion on the success of its endeavours. It was still young as organisations 
went, and would undoubtedly develop in limb and power. The Convales- 
cent Home had been created under happy auspices, and he was confident 
that its future would redound to the credit of the Association. There 
was the best of reasons for believing that sufficient support would be 
forthcoming to ensure its upkéep, and with a little more support 
the figure of 25.000 regularly paying members would be attained. 
The efforts of the Executive to bring about an Association for tho 

rpose of working the Unemployment Insurance Act had come to nought. 

edeeply regretted the inadequate response. Jews were very often 
their worst enemies, and the sooner the desire could be instilled into them 
to get rid of their apathy and want of public spirit the better it would be 
for the community. Dealing with the financial position of the movement 
he said that during last year further progress had been made towards 
increasing the solvency of societies. They had a long distance to go, and 
he hoped and believed that with care, economy, and proper management, 
the day was not far distant when all the societies would be perfectly 
solvent. Energy spent in that direction would not be misplaced. Unity 
had increased the power and influence of the Friendly Society movement, 
Their efforts were only really commencing, undesirable competition had 


been removed, and he trusted they would live to see the Friendly Societies 


a power in the land. 


A proposal by Mr. J. H. TaAyLor for the wider circulation of the report 
was referred to the Executive. : 

Mr. M. CasH, Chairman of the Executive, said they were endeavour- 
ing to got all the societies to accept the rule providing for the weekly 
contribution for the maintenance of the Home. The valuation 
group that had been .set up in connection with the Health 
Insurance Act would have far-reaching effects. Large surpiuses 
were expected as N result of the valuation of the State insur- 
ance sections, which could provide for extra sickness benefits or dental 
or nursing benefit. As regards the postponement of the question of seek- 
ing burial facilities for members of Friendly Societies, Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen had given him a formal assurance that the Burial Society of the 
United Synagogue would examine all bearings of the question, and would 
summon a conference in the near future. That did not preclude them 
from getting into touch with the Federation of Synagogues. 

The annual report was adopted, as was also the financial statement. 
A vote of thanks was passed to the Auditors. | 

Mr. J. H. Taywuor, B.A. (Achei Tov), moved, and Mr. S. GREENBERG 
(Brethren of Justice) seconded 
Council, suspending the Clause un the Constitution limiting the period of 
office of Hon. Officers, in so far as it affected the Chairman. Mr. Taylor 
said that Mr. Cash, the Chairman of the Executive, commanded the 
unanimous respect of the entire movement. (Cheers.) 

On the proposal of Mr. II. S. SCHILDKRAUT, seconded by Mr. KopPLe, 


the words “in so far as it affects the Chairman” were deleted, and the 
resolution as amended was adopted. 


THe DEPUTIES AND THE LEAGUE. 


Mr. A. Levy (G. .I.), one of the Association's representatives at the 
Deputies of British Jews, reported on the work of that body. Referring 
to the project of a P:ess Committee, he vigorously defended the part he 
took at the Deputies in endeavouring to rule out the League of British 
Jews. Unity was desirable, but the co-operation of such a League was a 
mistake and a betrayal. That League had committed a treacherous act 
on the eve of the Balfour Declaration, and when the alicn agitation was 
in fuil swing prominent members in the League had taken on activities 
prejudicial to Jews. Membership was open only to British-born Jews. 

Mr. M. F. VANGELDER (Sir Moses Montefiore), another of the Associa- 
tion's representatives, having spoken, 

Mr. M. Casu (O. A. B.) said that he decided to vote for the Press Com- 
mittee proposals in order to fight the enemy at the gate. For that 

urpose he did not object to the co-operation of the League of British 
ews. Each Friendly Society representative at the Deputies had an 
independent mind at its deliberations. 

Mr. S. E. De Hass (O. A. B.) said that too much fuss was made about 
the League of British Jews. They wore all—English and foreign-born 
alike—members of the greater League of British Jews. They should not, 
however, forget the past work of prominent and influcntial Anglo-Jewsin 
the iuterests of their brethren. As yet the Press Committee had not been 
set up by anybody. (Cries of They can't agree.“ 7 

Mr. S. BINDERMAN (O. A. B.) took the view that as an organisation they 
should not be drawn into the rancour excited by that subject. The attitude 
of Friendly Society representatives should rather be to act as a unifying 
influence and not to intensify differences. Two thousand years ago Jews 
had not been able to agree on whether they should return to their land of 


origin or not. They were faced with the same problem to-day. What 


was wanted was a united community. 

Mr. H. S. SCHILDKRAUT (O. A. B.) having referred to the inadequate 
response of the Friendly Societies to the appeal on behalf of the Russian 
Dependants’ Committee, the report was accepted, and a vote of thanks to 
the Association’s representatives at the Deputie: was accorded, on the 
motion of Mr. S. J. Lampel, seconded by Mr. Dightmaker. 

A proposal by the Executive that Mr. Alfred D. Besmel be appointed 
Assistant Secretary was agreed to. 


A resolution was passed expressing sympathy with the demand of the 


Nationa] Conference of Old Age Pensions for the abolition of the means 


disqualification and the enactment of the principle of universal pensions.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


The annual distribution of prizes to pupils of the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes was held last Sunday. Sir 
ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., presided. 

Rabbi Harris Cohen read the report of Mr. F. S. Spiers, O. B. E. Mr. Spiers 
stated that it had not been possible for him to obtain in time for this occasion 
the official report of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. Mr. Spiers 
had been struck by the improvement which had resulted from the amalvama- 
tion of the so-called paid and the free classes. The amalgamated classes 
combined the virtues of both the old clas es, while their most striking defects 
had been eliminated. He expressed his emphatic view as to the unsuitability of 
the present classrooms. Unless the authorities of the synagogue were able to 
place at the disposal of the school more rooms, and more suitable rooms, further 
— would be seriously hampered. He did not see that they could accom- 
modate more pupils, as the rooms were already overcrowded, and he did not 
regard the holding of classes in the synagogue as advisable. Mr. Spiers had 
been impressed with the excellent work done in the highest class, most of tne 

oung people having reached a really high standard. The spirit pervading the 
—— classes and the tone and discipline were admirable. He expressed his 
interest in the experiment, recently initiated, of having a special teacher who 
instructed every class in tarn in Hebrew conversation. 

Psalm 121 having been sung, Lady Cohen distributed the awards. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN said that the present was one of the most 
largely attended prize-givings he had ever, witnessed. It was a great 
tribute to the splendid work of the Classes and that of their distinguished 
Superintendent, Rabbi Cohen, Mr. Heiser, the Headmaster, and those 
responsible for the Classes, that there was an average attendance of some 
200 children. Many of the pupils had parents or grandparents who came 
from abroad. They might feel that they were more English than their 

rents or grandparents, but that was no excuse for feeling less 

ewish. It must be their ideal to make the Jewish Community there 
hold its own, to show that they were worthy of their precious inheritance, 
so that they might hold up their heads with their fellow-citizens, and 
show them that Jewish citizens were as fine citizens as they were. 
Sir Robert impressed upon the parents that they should help in every 
possible way to secure the regular attendance of their children. His own 
children, he said, attended classes which were rather far from his house. 
He himself took them there on Sunday mornings, and he was very proud 
to say they had not missed one attendance. |

When this 
flower is transplanted in Palestine its marvellous 
beauty will bioom anew; its scent will flood and 
intoxicate the world, and God's tender love for it will 
be evinced to all the world. Then only shall men 
see and understand.
